VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  4-79 *  as  compared 
with  51 2  for  the  previous  year*  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  was  ^  eomPare 

with  17o3  for  the  previous  yeare  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1fe090 

Deaths 

General  Population 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  268,  117  of  this  total  occurring  in  people 
aged  75  years  and  over  (43$).  The  Crude  Rate  per  1,000  population  was  9.4,  the 
corrected  rate  being  7.5.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1 ..9. 

As  in  previous  years  the  major  causes  of  death  were.  Heart  M-sease  96» 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  (strokes)  31,  and  Cancer  49.  With  regar 
to  Heart  Disease,  82  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease (Co  o  ry 
Disease).  Coronary  Disease  in  general  is  thought  01  as  a  disease  which  attacks 
adults,  mainly  men,  in  the  35  -  55  age  group,  but  in  regard  to  men .  « J*e 

deaths  occurred  over  the  ageof  65  years.  Similarly,  for  women,  of  the  30  deaths,

The  average  number  of  deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer  for  the  past  ten  years 
was  6.1  for  men  and/or  women  1 .6.

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  Laboratory  -in  Taunt®©*,  at  which  baeteri< 
logical  examination  of  swab,  blood,  sputum  and  faeces  is  carried  out,  Baeteri®= 
logical  and  chemical  analyse®  for  the  examination  of  milk,  food,  water  supplies

The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  shows  the  number 
of  births  and  deaths  after  correction  has  been  mad#  for  transfers  to  the 
normal  place  of  residence  of  the  individuals  concerned©  From  these  figures 
©an  be  calculated  the  ''’crude1*9  birth  and  death  rates©  As,  however,  the 
highest  mortality  ©©curs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and  industrial  areas 
in  general  have  a  larger  proportion  of  people  living  in  the  middle  age 
peri@d®  of  life,  some  correction  must  be  mad#  for  the  irregularities  of 
distribution  as  regards  age  and  seae,  as  otherwise  the  death  rate  will 
afford  a©  accurate  means  of  comparing  the  healthiness  of  one  district  with 
another©  This  comparability  factor  is  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  applied,  to  the  '"’crude'1'  birth  or  death  rate,  gives  a  standardised 
rate  and  enables  comparison  to  b#  mad.®  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales
